Tht famous German rotor ship, “ Buekan,” which 
uses 
whirling steel ma.vt.s ipstead of sails, seems to have done sur­ 
prising ly well in ht i first sea voyag e.

I’he wind tends to dollect the masts 
and the ship of which they are a part, just as the air deflects 
the ball moving fnroug h it. 
The same kind of people who

be thrown in a curved line are 
now saving that a beam w ind can't drive a ship forward by 
its effects on a pair of rotating masts. 
But the ball curves 
and the ship moves just the same. 
In the case of the ship, there is an evident saviang of top- 
heavy rig ging and numerous crew on a sailing ship, or ma­ 
chinery and fuel on a steamship, which makes the new type! 
surprisingly economical.
